NOTICE: How to Follow State Agency Rulemaking in the State Register

The Sate Register is the official source, and only complete listing, for all state agency rulemaking in its various stages. State agencies
are required to publish notice of their rulemaking action in the Sate Register. Published every Monday, the Sate Register makes it easy to
follow and participate in the important rulemaking process. Approximately 80 state agencies have the authority to issue rules. Each agency
is assigned specific Minnesota Rule chapter numbers. Every odd-numbered year the Minnesota Rules are published. The current 1999
set is a 13-volume bound collection of all adopted rules in effect at the time. Supplements are published to update this set of rules. Generally
speaking, proposed and adopted exempt rules do not appear in this set because of their short-term nature, but are published in the Sate
Register.

An agency must first solicit Comments on Planned Rules or Comments on Planned Rule Amendments from the public on the
subject matter of a possible rulemaking proposal under active consideration within the agency (Minnesota Statutes 8§ 14.101). It does this
by publishing a notice in the Sate Register at least 60 days before publication of a notice to adopt or a notice of hearing, or within 60 days
of the effective date of any new statutory grant of required rulemaking.

When rules are first drafted, state agencies publish them as Proposed Rules, along with a notice of hearing, or a notice of intent to
adopt rules without a hearing in the case of noncontroversial rules. This notice asks for comment on the rules as proposed. Proposed
emergency rules and withdrawn proposed rules are also published in the Sate Register. After proposed rules have gone through the comment
period, and have been rewritten into their final form, they again appear in the Sate Register as Adopted Rules. These fina adopted rules
are not printed in their entirety in the Sate Register, only the changes made since their publication as Proposed Rules. To see the full rule,
as adopted and in effect, a person simply needs two issues of the Sate Register, the issue the rule appeared in as proposed, and later as
adopted. For a more detailed description of the rulemaking process, see the most current edition of the Minnesota Guidebook to State
Agency Services.

The Sate Register features partial and cumulative listings of rules in this section on the following schedule: issues #1-13 inclusive; issues
#14-25 inclusive; issue #26 cumulative for issues #1-26; issues #27-38 inclusive; issue #39, cumulative for issues #1-39; issues #40-51
inclusive; and issues #1-52 (or 53 in some years), cumulative for issues #1-52 (or 53).

Decisions on Great River Energy’s Cambridge Station Project: Environmental

Assessment Adequacy; Site Designation and Site Permit

At ameeting on November 10, 2005, the Minnesota Public Utilities Commission (PUC) determined that the Environmental Assess-
ment for the GRE Cambridge Station Project was adequate. The Commission also designated a site and issued a Site Permit for the
proposed large electric power generating plant (LEPGP). The siteislocated in Township 36 north, Range 23 west, Sections 21 in Isanti
County, Minnesota.

On November 28, 2005, the Commission issued an Order adopting the ALJ s report, as amended and granting GRE a Site Permit to
construct alarge electric power generating plant.

GRE proposes to construct a 170 MW, natural-gas fired, simple cycle combustion turbine generator at its existing peaking plant site
near Cambridgein Isanti County, Minnesota. The proposed facility will belocated on acurrent generating site, approximately 13 acresin
size, owned by GRE. The site currently has a 25 MW, fuel-ail fired, combustion turbine generator and associated substation.

Request for Comments for Biennial Review of Expedited Rulemaking Procedures
and Rules Related to the Minnesota Health Care Administrative Simplification

Act, Minnesota Statutes, Sections 62J.50 to 62J.61
Expedited rulemaking authority. Minnesota Satutes, section 62J.61, sets out an expedited rulemaking procedure for adopting rules

to implement the Minnesota Health Care Administrative Simplification Act. The expedited procedure provides:

« the Commissioner of Health must publish proposed rules in the Sate Register;

« the Commissioner may publish anotice describing the rulesand offering afree copy instead of publishing thetext of therules,
if the rules would be so lengthy as to be unduly cumbersome to publish;

 interested parties have 30 days to comment; and

« after considering all comments, the Commissioner may adopt the rules by publishing anotice of adoptionin the Sate Register.
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Reason for expedited rulemaking authority. Health careindustry hilling procedures change frequently. It isimportant that rules
keep current with these frequently changing procedures. The L egislature recognized that the normal rulemaking proceduresin Minnesota
Satutes, chapter 14, which take an average of 18 months, would not be adequate to keep pace with the changesin the health careindustry.
Further, some of the billing manuals and implementation guides are hundreds of pageslong. It would not be practical to publish thesein
the Sate Register, especialy when these are of interest to a very small group of interested parties. It would be more cost effective to
publish anotice and to give afree copy to anyone who requests one.

Biennial review of rulemaking proceduresand rules. Section 62J.61, subdivision 5, requires that the Commissioner of Health do
a biennial review of the rulemaking procedures and rules by seeking “comments from affected parties about the effectiveness of and
continued need for the [expedited] rulemaking procedures . . . and about the quality and effectiveness of rules adopted using these
procedures.” The Commissioner isrequired toinvite oral or written comments by holding ameeting and by publishing anoticeinthe Sate
Register at least 30 daysbefore the meeting. The Commissioner isalso required to write areport summarizing the commentsand to submit
the report to the Minnesota Health Data Institute and the Minnesota Administrative Uniformity Committee by January 15 of every
evennumbered year.

Oral and written commentsinvited; deadline. Oral and written comments are invited about the effectiveness and continuing need
for the expedited rulemaking procedures and about the quality and effectiveness of rules adopted using these procedures. You have until
4:30 p.m. on Thursday, January 12, 2006 to comment. You may submit comments at the meeting or by sending them to the agency contact
person, as set out later in this Request. After Thursday, January 12, 2006, the Department will compile the comments and prepare the
biennial report.

Public Notice of Maximum Allowable Costs of Medical Assistance Outpatient

Prescribed Drugs

NOTICE ISHEREBY GIVEN to recipients, providers of services, and to the public of additions to the state Medical Assistance
maximum allowable cost (state MAC) list for certain outpatient prescribed drugs.

At least once each calendar year, the United States Department of Health and Human Services, Centers for Medicare & Medicaid
Services, publishes a federal upper limit (FUL) payment schedule for many commonly prescribed multiple-source drugs. The federal
upper limit is set at arate equal to 150 percent of the published price for the least costly therapeutic equivalent that can be purchased by
pharmacists. This FUL payment schedule constitutes the federal MAC list. For many multiple-source drugs that are not on the federal
MAC list, the Department establishes a state MAC list. Additionally, the Department imposes a state MAC for many multiple-source
drugsthat are on the federal MAC list, aslong as the savings are at |east as much as the savings would be using the federal MAC list.

The Department requires Medical Assistance pharmacy providers to submit their usual and customary costs. Pharmacy providersare
reimbursed at the lower of: 1) thefederal or state MAC, plusadispensing fee; 2) the submitted usual and customary chargeto the general
public; or 3) adiscount off of average wholesale price, plus adispensing fee.

These additions are made to bring Medical Assistance reimbursement to pharmacists more closely in line with the actual acquisition
cost of the drugs listed above. The Department estimates that there will be a state savings of $105,000 for State Fiscal Year 2006 (July
1, 2005 through June 30, 2006).
